real murderer is a negro who gave the testimony that convicted ; 
Frank; that the trial of Frank established beyond doubt the guilt j 
of the negro; that the police and the newspapers of Atlanta well 
know this to be true; but that the authorities and the newspapers 
of Atlanta were goaded on by public sentiment and a mob spirit 
to the sacrifice of Frank largely because he was a Jew accused of 
murdering a Gentile girl.

Frank and his friends contend that this racial prejudice and. 


passion and his sacrifice dominated the court that condemned! 
him, and that his trial was unfair; that the jury knew it would j 
be lynched had it acquitted him; that this same inflamed preja- ( 
dice spread throughout the state of Georgia and influenced the j 
supreme court that denied him a new trial. 
j 


Frank's case is in the supreme court of the United States. If • 


it refuses to interfere he will surely be hanged. 


The Frank case is attracting wide attention throughout the j 


northern states. Jewish men cf greatest prominence have inter- 
ested themselves in his behalf, solely because they believe he is 
innocent and was convicted largely because of racial prejudice 
Hie case will go down in history as one of the most remarkable in 
American jurisprudence. 


The Star sent a reporter to Atlanta to investigate the Frank 


case, to learn if his trial measured up to the American standard 
of fair play to which every man accused of crime is entitled, no 
matter what his race, creed or condition in life. 


This reporter, in his investigation, paid no heed to gossip or 


rumor. He went for his^facts -to the court records and to news-

Fetder charged, and all the 
papers nrlnted It. that the public was 
about to be cheated of Its prey. He 
made the direct public charge that 
the police had been bought by "Jew 
money from the North." and that 
they were seeking to extort a con- 
«.ni?~ fror" Jim Conley. a poor, 
harmless negro.

public mind. 
The atmosphere, already charged with 
a cloud of blood, became surcharged. 
There was Imminent fear that a mob 
would storm the 
jail and 
lynch 
Frank. The public did not war.t Con- 
ley. 
The dramatic sense of the- peo- 
ple would have been deeply offended 
by the discovery that al! their baiting 
of this Jew was wrong and that a ne- 
gro was the murderer. 
They would 
not listen to that. There was no man 
In the police department big enough 
to face that storm. 
Anyway, the 
police had gone too far to draw back 
now. 
To have admitted so grave an 
error, such blundering at this stage 
would have been political and official 
suicide for the police, and for Dor- 
sey, too. They had to "stand pat' 
and they did. 
Dorsey quieted the 
-public's uneasiness aroused by Fol- 
der's charge with a statement to tne 
newspapers, which appeared In the 
Georgian under this heading: "Dor- 
sey says tha state's case Is complete 
and will not be changed; he will go 
Into the trial with Frank and not 
the negro as the accused." 
The trial was a bitter fight between 
Dorsey. alone on one side^ and two of 
the ablest and oldest lawyers 
In - 
Georgia on the other side. They mad* 
the mistake of sneering at 
Dorsey 
and his Inexperience and youthful- 
ness. They called him "sonny" .and 
"young man." They aroused his ire 
and his determination to win over 
them. He fought, as a tiger fights at 
bay, 
to convict Frank and thus win

Here Mr. Arnold, attorrey for Frank, 
moved to rule out questions and answers.

"It is a vile slander and fatigues the 
Indignation to sit here and hear things 
like this suggested.

Evervwhere in Georgia you may hear 
it said that Conley must have told the 
truth because Luther Z. Rosser. one of 
the best lawyers in that bUtte. failed to 
break him down on cross-examination. 
It is true that he did not fores the 
negro to get upon his knees and con- 
fess that he killed Mary, but he did 
tangle Conley. and trip him. and make 
him confess himself a liar over and over. 
It was not evidence that convicted 
Frank. It was the mob and Dorsey's 
speech to the Jury. 
Dorscv spoke for three days. 
His 
speech has been printed in a. pamphlet 
for distribution. The speech was an ap- 
peal to the passions and prejudices of 
the jurors and the mob, as anyone may 
see who wishes to read it- At the out- 
set he attacked Frank as a Jew, in these 
words: 
—When Becker wishe-J tc- put to death 
his bitter enemy, it was men of Frank's 
race he selected.

feared mob violence In any event. 
But Dorsey carried his speech over 
Into Monday, and when he finished it 
the crowd sent up a cheer and lifted 
Dorsey upon shoulders and carried 
him In triumph In the streets.

CHAPTER VII—THE NEGRO'S ABSURD 
STORY. 


The theory of the prosecution is that 


force were with him part of the 
morning More than twenty persons 
saw and talked with him In the fac- 
tcr> th^t £z.j. He v»-a& under obser- 
vation every moment of the time ex- 
cept for a very brief space. 
This is not mere theory. It fc> proved 
by the testimony at the trial of all the 
persons who saw him. and the following 
statements are taken from the official 
brief of the testimony filed with the 
supreme court of Georgia and certified 
by tits trial Judge as correct- Anyone 
mav confirm the truth of them by con- 
sulting that record. 


MURDER AROUND NOON. 
Mary Phagan must have been mur- 
dered between 12:15 arid 12:20 o'clock. 
Both, the prosecution and the defense 
acree on that. 
The time she arrived at 
Frank's office is well known. Her mother 
nnd the street car men, who knew her 
well, testified that she took the 11:43 
car from home. The carmen testified she 
got off at 12:07; It was a. 5-minute walk 
to the factory. Frank says she arrived at 
12:15, got her money and went righ^ out 
of his office- 
She was not there at 12:02 -when Miss 
K»ttle Hall, the stenographer, left the 
office. 
It is important that this testimony 
about time be carefully considered by 
any person who cares to learn who killed 
Mary Phagan. and whether the state Is 
about to hang an Innocent man. It tends 
to prove that Frank could not fcave killed 
her. and that Conley did kill her, alo'-s 
and unaided. 


Nineteen witnesses testified that they 
saw Frank in his office that day. Each 
of them differ radicaliv from Conlev. 
while all of the nineteen reasonably agree 
with each other. 
Xine were witnesses 
for the state and ten for the defense. 


i heir testimony fixes every move 


made by Frank that day, with the ex- 
ception of five or ten minutes, and 
In that brief Interval between 12:12 
or 12:15 and 12:20 o'clock, a period 
of ten minutes at the most. Frank 
and Conley must have enacted the 
crime. If the prosecution is correct in 
Its theory. 


All of that day Harry Denham and 
Arthur White were making repairs on 
the top floor. They were there when 
Conley says Frank murdered Mary, 
and a stairway led down to within "a 
few feet of where Conley says Frank 
killed her, at Figure 3. 
This was 
proven and admitted by the prosecu- 
tion. 
Conley says that as he sat on a. box 
at the foot of. the stairway (fig. 1) he 
saw Mary Phagan go up and she was 
followed almost fcnracdlateiy by ll'ss 
Monteen Stover.

Miss Stover testified thai she arrived 
at exactly 12:05. for her pay. that she 
did not see Frank in the office: she wait- 
ed five minutes and left at 12:10 .

WORK STARTED ON FILL 


BEHIND THE QUAY WALL 


Final Operations Under Direction of City Now 


Are Well Under Way 


That substantial progress is being made 


on the 1900-foot quay wall of the city 
of Oaklajnd is evidenced by the fact that 
during the week work wae started on 
filling- 5n behind the wall. The discharge 
pfpts from the citj- dredger instead of 
carrying the eaod from in front of tbe 
waU, over to the Alameda marshes, are 
now laying a smooth, hard bed behind 
the wall upon witch will be constructed 
the tracks. pav«n«nt, and other facilities 
to complete th« Work on, this unit of the 
waterfront.

the week arracgeraents were made to 
have the pipes fr$m the gas plant, which

Germans Hurl Entire 


Forces At Allies To 


Draw New Armies 


PARIS, Jan. 30. — Fighting along the 
line at la. Bassee. Jfienport, Cuinchy 
and in the Argonnes was interpreted 
tonight to be the beginning of an at- 
tempt by the Germans to force the 
allies into action before the new Brit- 
ish and French armies 
centrated. 
be con- 


The Germans have. been, strongly 
reinforced, both from the Prussian 
front and from the' reserve brigades. 
They are reported constantly bringing 
additional artillery Into action, but the 
official and unofficial reports agree 
that at no point have they made any 
real gains. 


"With the floods in the Alsne and 
Olse subsiding, another violent effort 
by Ton KJucfc's forces to smash their 
way through the French lines near 
Soissons is confidently expected. The 
German gnns are constantly hammer- 
Ing at the CFrench. positions in this 
section- and they are wasting ammuni- 
tion with reckless prodigality, abso- 
lutely wtthon* result The French hold 
the bridgo lieads and have to accu- 
rately marked the distance that they 
are able to prevent the Germans push- 
Ing forward at -any point- 


GERMAN" LOSSES HEAVY. 


Along- the banks of the La Bassee 
canal the Germans have lost heavily 
during the last few days. They have 
charged with reckless abandon against 
th* British positions, reaching nearly 
to the outer ring of trenches, only to 
be swept out of existence by a wither- 
ing machine gune fire. 
It is officially stated that at Cuinchy 
yesterday a German regiment which 
attacked In force was badly cut up 
and forced to a. panic-stricken retreat, 
leaving 200 dead In front of the Brit- 
ish trenches. 
The Germans realize the British 
volunteer army and the French re- 
serve columns are being concentrated 


to be offset by the entrance of Ru- 
mania, and probably Italy, into the 
conflict on the side of England, 
France and Russia, Greece and Bul- 
garia also are considering tendering 
their aid. 
It was pointed out tonight that the 
only German successes on land, in 
the drive toward Paris, checked at 
the Marne and la the east, at Tan- 
nenburg, as well as the capture, of 
Antwerp, took place In the first three 
months of conflict. Since then, it Is 
claimed, she has encountered fail- 
ures, especially In the drive toward 
Calais and Dunkirk. 
Austria has 
been a. negligible factor, her chief de- 
feat being the expulsion of her forces 
from Servla. with enormous losses. 
The only German naval victory, it is 
said, was the battle oft tha Chilean 
coast, soon offset by the battle off the 
Falkland Islands. 
The Zeppelin raids have amounted 
to nothing, is England's claim, and 
already the assertion Is made that the 
Zeppelins will never be of any real 
use in this war. 


PRICES rs*CREASEfG. 


It is true that the prices of food- 
stuffs have increased here tn Eng- 
land. But this is declared to be due 
entirely to transportation problems 
that. are believed easily possible of 
solution. England still Is able to per- 
mit her traffic in foodstuffs to remain 
in private hands, while Germany has 
been compelled to commandeer her 
food supplies and faces the prospect 
of continually decreasing resources. 
On the naval end, England is now 
supreme. Is the claim. New warships 
commissioned during th* last few 
weeks have replaced those lost by 
the submarine raids, and these new 
ships are far more powerful than 
those sent to the bottom.-

McAdoo's Reserve 


Bank Is 


Safe, but Dormant 


n- 


AN FRANCISCO, Jan. 30— 


The federal reserve bank in 
San Francisco is not a big 
success so far as it has gone. 
It is not at all that the 
solvency of this eminent 
stitut.sn ij to bo im 
Financially the bank is as 
solid as the rock of Gibraltar 
and it may be added is nearly 
as inactive. It has been, in 
fact, the fifth wheel to the 


financial coach. Instead of mobilizing credits as 
was expected, it has tied up a great sum of money 
that lies idle in its vaults. The defective working 
of the institution is due to a variety of causes. 


"For one thing," said a leading banker the other 


day, "they sent us as chairman of the board of di- 
rectors A man from Indianapolis who knows little of 
California financial methods and needs, and he has 
contrived not to make many friends. 


"Another thing. The reserve bank's rates for 


discounting commercial paper have been higher 
than the r>jllncr market ard of course there was ro 
inducement for borrowers. 


"What was the sense or purpose of these exces- 


sive rates? That is one of the results of mixing 
politics with business. In a political way the South 
is in the saddle and by consequence the administra- 
tion caused two reserve banks to be located in that 
region in the comparatively unimportant cities of 
Richmond, Virginia, and Atlanta, Georgia. At best 
the South. was entitled to only one of these banks 
and that should have been located in New Orleans. 


"Now it happens that this year and last year the 


South has had severe financial troubles owing to the 
low price of cotton. Consequently discount rates 
were high in that region. But the political manage- 
ment of the reserve banks shied at the proposition 
that the rates for borrowers in different regions 
should vary in accordance with local conditions as 
they do naturally and automatically when politicians 
do not meddle. But the political bankers could not 
stand for the proposition that a federal institution 
was charging 6 per cent to borrowers in Georgia, 
while in San Francisco the rate was 4 per cent. So 
they compromised on the agreeable plan of splitting 
the difference and just called it 5 per cent all round." 


"Is not that defect inherent in the system?" was 


suggested. 


"I believe it is. The district plan for the reserve 


banks is bound to act that way unless the managers 
are prepared to meet and stand up againe^. charges 
of favoritism and sectionalism. Monetary science 
is obscure and little understood and the great mass 
of the people have scarcely yet got beyond the stage 
of intellectual growth typified by the Kansas 
farmer who when Bryan was running for president 
shouted that the suffering people wanted a more 
and a fittener currency." 


The chairman of the reserve bank board of di- 


rectors is a comparatively new arrival in California. 
He came here from Indianapolis and located in Los 
Angeles, where he established a bond marketing 
concern. He is one of those men who delight to 
read ponderous papers before debating societies 
organized for purposes of mutual admiration and 
the incidental advertising boosted by co-operative 
effort. By that process the chairman managed to 
accumulate a reputation for almost uncanny finan- 
cial wisdom. 


Another thing that has militated against the suc- 


cess of the local reserve bank is the fact that it 
went into action last year, so to speak, the day 
after the fair. The red-tape artists in Washington 
were so slow getting a move on that the bank was 
opened in California after the market had passed 
by. That is. to say, the crop movement of the coast 
had been completed by the * time the bank opened. 
In California crops move in summer from May un- 
til November and it is during that period that 
money is in demand for loans. Now the reserve 
bank got none of that business because of the delay 
in opening its doors. 


A recent weekly statement of the reserve bank 


showed deposits amounting to $13,536,000, and on 
the same date the loans and discounts were S787,- 
000, It read like a ponderous financial joke. At 
that rate the bank would be insolvent in five years. 
That is to say the operating expenses and interest 
charges would eat up the 81,296,000 capital stocK 
of the bank and the fund would have to be sweet- 
ened. An ordinary banking business expects to put 
out something like 70 or 15 per cent of its deposits 
on loan. The reserve bank appears to have been 
lending out less than 10 per cpnt of its deposits. 


But there appear to be gleams of returning intel- 


ligence and it was announced last week that the 
bank would put down rates for loan«; to 4 per cent 
for sixty-day notes and 41/2 per cent for ninety-day 
paper.

The epigrammatic catchwords and 
phrases that have made some lines of business fam- 
ous are not for them. But as the rivalry among 
these institutions is the keenest possible, they make 
extensive use of the glad hand, ilany people have 
wondered what might be the specific functions and 
uses of a bank vice-president. Well, in San Fran- 
cisco the vice-president is often emploj'ed as such 
to make himself pleasant to customers and because 
he is a good mixer. He is engaged at a salary be- 
cause he can bring in business to the bank. This is 
why it may seem important that the head of the 
federal reserve bank should be gifted with a pleas- 
ing personality. 


I have spoken of the rivalry among the local 


banks. "The street"' watches with the keenest in- 
terest the race for supremacy between Frank An- 
derson of the Bank of California, the Hellmans of 
the Wells-Fargo National and the Fleishackers of 
the Anglo-Paris and National. 
The Fleishackers 


are, comparatively speaking, newcomers in the San 
Francisco field, but in a few years they have built 
up a line of commercial banking that puts them 
pretty nearly in second place. 


Bankers are quite as human as the rest of us and 


they do not love one another. One important mem- 
ber of the fraternity, not one of those mentioned 
above, was heard to say of a rival : "If that fellow 
had a little more brains he would be an idiot." 
International Safety 


Some confusion was due to a paragraph printed 


• on this page last week in which the street car ad- 
vertising of the International Banking Company, a 
strong financial concern, was attributed to the 
International Bond and Mercantile Company, whose 
financial troubles have been the subject of recent 
comment in the press. The latter company was 
credited with using the caption "International 
Safety," which properly belongs to the advertising " 
of -the International Banking Company, whose sol- 
vency is of the highest character. It is matter of 
regret that any such confusion should have arisen, 
but the paragraph printed in THE TRIBUNE made 
it wholly clear that it was the International Bond 
and Mercantile Company and not the other concern 
that was involved. The International Banking Com- 
pany has splendid branches all over the world and 
is a very solid institution. 
The High Cost of Dying 


That was rather a novel statement, made before 


the judge in San Jose, by Lawyer Gavin McNab, 
when the executrix of .the Lathrop estate, the 
wluow, asked the formal approval of a bill for 
S25.000, in favor of her brother, Dr. Schlageter. 


"This," said McNab, "is the opposite of the high 


cost of living; it is the high cost of dying." 


The judge, who formally approved the bill at the 


request of the executrix, win have to sit while the 
whole matter is threshed out before a jury.

Playing at Civil Service 


Civil service reform as practiced municipally in 


San Francisco has never been anything more im- 
portant than a phase of political bunk. It may he 
accounted perhaps in the way of progress that the 
treatment of the subject and the manipulation o£ 
the game is not now so raw as it was in the day of 
Schmitz and Euef . Our local statesmen now at least 
pretend attachment to the consecrated principles of 
civil service reform and there are many who regard 
hypocrisy as a form of virtue. 


Especially has the fire department been made 


the object of attack. As I have explairied before in 
this correspondence, the genesis of the recent 
upheaval in the department had its start in an effort 
by Mayor Rolph to, have the commissioness set aside 
the rule requiring candidates for battalion. cKefs 
to pass a physical examination. The rule of course 
was to be set aside in the interest of certain candi- 
dates "who could not stand the physical tests. 


After getting rid of two sets of fire commis- 


sioners Eolph now has his way and by consequence 
the civil service examinations for places in the de- 
partment are now become mostly clerical. "But 
you can't put out a fire on paper,'* said an officer 
of the department the other day and Chief Murphy 
has declared that by reason of the class of theoreti- 
cal questions put before candidates the department. 
is "losing some of the finest firemen in the 
country." This remark was prompted by the fact 
that at a recent examination of lieutenants for pro- 
motion only twenty-eight out of the sixty-two can- 
didates got ratings high eno'ugh to put them in the 
grade of eligibles'. This is the sort of thing that 
happens when you monkey with the law in the in- 
terest of politics. 


It amuses "to watch the game as it is played. It 


is now proposed by the statesmen of the board of 
supervisors to include in the civil service classified 
list 500 more municipal employes who are now out- 
side the breastworks. These are chiefly janitors 
and park employes and it is proposed to submit a 
charter amendment to this effect at the coming 
special election. But observe the string. The char- 
ter amendment as proposed will carry a rider ap- 
plicable to the whole municipal civil service which 
declares that heads of departments shall not be 
bound to retain appointive civil servants when 
supernumerary for the needs of the public service. 
As the head of a department is made judge of this 
supernumerary quality and is his own executioner 
it may be understood how wide a hole in the fence 
will be created. Moreover this proviso will apply- 
not only to the newly created classified list, but to 
those employes already supposed to be protected. 
A Humorous Policeman 


The game takes on a humorous aspect at unex- 


pected moments. A clerk of the civil service com- 
mission gave me the astonishing answer put in by a 
candidate for police corporal in reply to this ques- 
tion : "Cite an instance in the department where if 
you were corporal you would make a thorough in- 
vestigation for the betterment of the service," 


"If I was corporal," wrote the candidate, "I would 


send all the patrol wagons to the shop for repairs. 
There seems to be something the matter with them, 
for whenever one of them passes Dick Donnelly's 
place on a comer of my beat something happens to 
the wagon. 'A nut's loose.' says the policeman on 
the seat with the driver, and the driver stops. 'Ill 
go in and borrow Dick's monkey wrench.' He goes 
in and come? out smiling and says he can't find the 
monkey wrench. 


"Then the policeman in the back of the wagon 


says, '1 ou couldn't find nothing. I know where Dick 
keeps it.' Then he goes in and comes out smihne 
ar.c says lie can't und it, either. The driver gets 
sore and he goes in and ain't sore when he comes 
cat. He says he couldn't find the monkey wrench, 
ar.d the policeman on the seat with him says, 'Oh, 
drive on, anv way ; there ain't no danger of the wheel 
coming off till we get back to the bam.'

Passing of a Famous Restaurant 


One by one the landmarks that distinguished the 


old Srj. Francisco disappear. The latest to go is The

once famous restaurant of the Marehand, which has 
succumbed to financial difficulties, induced bj se- 
vere competition. The fact is that the city has too 
many first-lass restaurants and some of them must 
be eliminated. 


Marchand's iras known all over the world and ac- 


quired its early reputation in the roaring Comstock 
days, Jerome Hart in his interesting romance, "A 
Vigilante Girl," gives a vivid and appetizing descrip- 
tion of the original Marchand's "ndt>r the transparent 
pseudonym of Mercadon'- Hart was editor of "The 
Argonaut" for y^ars. and no man knew San Fran- 
cisco better. The romance mentioned above is a 
thinly disguised history of political and social life in 
California and San Francisco during the seventies 
and eighties. It seems worth wiiile to quote Ms de- 
scription of the famous rotisserie: 


"Mercadon's rotisserie of all the restaurants was 


the one most resorted to by the wealth and fashion 
of the day. It was an evolution of the cookshop of 
Lutetia—the kind of place in which Francois Villon 
might have had a stolen goose roasted for himself 
and his Hie Margot The kitchen was paraded at 
the front, not hidden in the back as is the case with 
most restaurants, or buried in the cellar, as are the 
kitchens of modern Paris. To reach their seats the 
guests passed amid the whitecapped chefs and tha 
white clad marmitons; passed by ranges covered 


with casseroles containing savory concoctions and 
the open roasting fires before which slowly revolved 
joints of beef, saddles of lamb, mountain quail, can- 
vas-back; passed between long rows of brightly bur- 
nished copper saucepans. There the wise epicure 
would stop and counsel with the chef concerning 
the day's delicacies; would waver between a pom- 
pano and a mountain trout; would debate the merits 
of a domestic turkey fed on chestnuts or a redhead 
duck fed on wild celery. Sometimes such an epi- 
cure after outlining an elaborate repast would catch 
a whiff from a giant crock wherein had gently sim- 
mered for forty-eight hours some tripes a la mode 
de Caan, a dish which the chef prepared but once a 
week. Often the wise epicure knowing that even .a 
Gargantua couid partake of but a single course if he 
began with that one would abandon hi? artificial 
menu and frankly fill himself up with the Normandy 
delicacy, lost to all shame. Another gastronome 
would order boudin Richelieu and watch the chef 
removing the white meat of a spitted chicken, mak- 
ing it into a toothsome saucisse and sauteing it 
deftly with a delicate sauce mousselinL These culi- 
nary processes under the very eyes of the waiting 
trencherman added enormously to their enjoyment." 


But they were not all epicures and gourmets who 


came to Marchand's in those days. Hart introduces 
Governor Jackson, whom I do not identify, but like 
the other characters in the book, was drawn from 


some prominent figure in the life of California. The 
governor of the state sat down to dine with an emi- 
nent banker, evidently intended for F. L. Koche, 
who was famous in the early financial and social 
life of San Francisco. Koche knew what was good 
to eat and drink and he ordered a famous vintage 
wine with disastrous results so far as the apprecia- 
tion of his guest was concerned: 


"How do you like it?" asked the banker. "If s o2 


the famous vintage of the comet year." 


"If s fine," replied the governor without enthusi- 


asm. "But if you don't mind, 111 put a little sugar 
in mine. I don't really care much for these sour 
clarets." 


Marchand's touched its highest point of prosper- 


ity in the days before thu 2re ~hc£ Schmitz TVSS 
mayor and the town was booming. It was pretty 
well known at that time that the upstairs head 
waiter used to take in something like §300 a month 
in tips. The Marchand family has not been con- 
nected with the concern for years and it has been 
run by Michael Debert for, the last ten 01; fifteen 
years. 


The social and gastronomic reputation enjoyed by 


Marchand in the days before the big fire was the 
cause and inspiration of former State Senator Bibb's 
famous plural Bibb being a lumberman of parts, 
highly particular as to his social standing, insisted 
that "Marchand's are the proper place for a gentle- 


man to eat" Ed HamHton reminded him that wild 
beasts "eat." Gentlemen dine. 
"The King Is Here" 


Captain Adrian Zeeder, clubman and master of 


the Pacific ilail Steamship Siberia, is in port. 
Zeeder is a noted character in the commercial and 
club life of San Francisco. On the waterfront he is 
known as "the king," because ofi his imperious and 
peppery manners. Coming off a" voj'age he often 
contrives to get on the front page of the newspa- 
pers with some sailor's yarn of the sea. 


It is easy to get a rise out of Captain Zeeder. Fred 


Pearson, who once made a voyage to Japan on the 
Siberia, said one morning to the captain: 


"I see your old ship is cracked." 
Hot denials flavored by a choice of expletives and 


epithets selected from a well-seasoned sea-faring 
v<3eabulaiy ensued and overwhelmed Person, who 
professed to have noticed a started seam on the side 
of the ship. 
"But I noticed," said Pearson later, "that nex^day 


Zeeder had a man over the side with putty and a 
paint pot."

Zeeder and former Senator Voorhees are great 


chums. Voorhees spends the summer in his cottage 
on Lake Tahoe and one day on his arrival from the 
'east Zeeder sent him a code message telling him he 
had a brace of Chinese pheasants in cold storage for 
him. The operator at Tahoe City not understanding 
the message concluded it was diplomatic business 
and at once hired a launch at $17.50 to forward tn<* 
telegram.

When the steam roller stopped, the 


elasticity and life in xhe tube -was aptly 
shown, for under the terrific strain the 
tube pulled the street car up to da 
steam roller. ' 


While the street car -weighed 26.000 


pounds, this alone does net' show the 
Ereat strain or load to which the tube 
was subjected. 
The power required to 


turn over the motors in the car must be 
reckoned -with. Engineers of the street 
car company figured that with the -weight 
of the car and the friction developed, in 
turning over the motors, the pull on the 
drawbar equalled seven tons. 


Then to show that the ECTT tubs cau

WAS MOUTH OF RIVER 


Few people, in vtewln- the Bay of San Francisco, tbtnte of It as 


other than a magnificent iand-Iocied harbor about which has grown 
the commercial metropolis of the Pacific Coast of the Totted StEiss. 
Vet this harbor did not always exist, according to a report on tfao 
gcolosy of the region recently published by the TTnlted States Geological 
buney, for to. one time through the depression now occupied by the 
bay ran a great river that drained the Sacramento and Sou Joaquin, 
\ailejs. This n\«rr probably floivttl bvlneeu the Tiburon Peninsula 
and Angel Inland, and ilieu through the gorge of the Golden Gate, 
xvhere at present the greatest depth of water Is over 40O feet. After 
the river valley was fonued Ute coast slowly sank, and the ocean en-

But the change from a river vajlej to a bay happened very slowly, 


for exen great earthquak.es as a. rule do not mov« larg*> areas of the 
earth o*er a few mcbes, and it is likely to be thousands of years bo- 
fore the outlines of the present bay are greatly >-h»ngWi by nature. 


The region 1-^ particularly interesting, for it is one of the newest 


partb of our continent. Some of the rocks belong to the geologic period 
knovm as the Jurassic, buc many of them are much younger and \\ere 
laid doxvn on the floor of the ocean long- after the Appalachian Moun- 
tains were formed. Although these rocks are relatively young, yet 
tiiey are hundreds of thousands years old and have been raised out of 
the sea and tilted until In places tlioy stand nearly on end. The forces 
which luie raised liiefa rocks and have folded and broken them are 
etill active, yet tUeir effects are so gradually accomplished that for the 
zmfet part they airo Inappreciable la a generation or even In several 
centuries. Sometimes, hoviever, their effect is more apparent, aa for 
instance when they cause earthquakes. Earthquakes are due to slight 
movments along which geologists call "faults." which are 
really 
broken places in the earth's crust where tlie rocks on one bide of the 
break or crack more past those on the other side. Some or these faults 
may be traced for miles—not, of course, as open cracks, for to any one 
but a close observer the rocks seem as unbroken in most places along 
the fault lines, as they do In any other part of the region, 
Tlie different fauits In the region about San Francisco are carefully 
mapped. Most of these breaks are fortunately old. and it is to be hoped 
that movement alons them lias ceased, but two are alive, and along 
one of these occurred the movements that resulted in the earthquake 
of April, 1906.—News I<ettor.
